The 
efficacy of the waiver depends upon the particular facts and 
clrcuBstances surrounding the case, including the background, experience 
and conduct of the accused. In the instant case the defendant 
Brooae was eaployed by the 4-H Division of Cornell University as a 
caseworker, and was 45 years old at the tlae of giving the stateaent. 

The defendant had the capacity to sake an Intelligent choice and exercised 
that choice in favor of waiving her constitutional rights. 

THE CONFESSION GIVEN BY THE 
DEFENDANT BROOME HAS VOLUNTARILY 
GIVEN AND IS ADMISSABLE IN EVIDENCE 

Title 18, United States Code, Section 3501(b) provides that all 

of the circuastances surrounding the giving of the confession shall 

be taken Into consideration in determining the Issue of voluntariness, 

and that five factors shall be included in this deteralnatlon:

If such confession is found by the trial Judge 
to have been Bade voluntarily and if tha 
weight to be given the confession is left to 
the jury and if such confession was Bade or 
given by such person within 6 hours laawdiately 
following his arrest or other detention ... 


Tha uae of the tern ''arralgnBent” in the first factor in 
Section 3S01(b) and "defendant" in 3501(c) show that Congress 
intended such section to apply following the forBal Institution 
of crfBlnal proceedings pursuant to Indictnent. 

With reference to the five factors, the stateaent was given 
within 2 hours following arrest, and the presentBent to tha 
^foslatrate was given about 3 hours following arrest. The proof 
will show that the defendant knew the nature of the offense 
with which she waa charged, that she was advised as provided 
in factors 3 and 4,and that she waived the assistance of counsel.

United Stataa v. Maaalah . 377 O.S. 201, 84 S.Ct. 1199 (1964) 
waa ona of the Supreae Court declalona predating Eacobedo v. 

State o l llllnola , aupra . The defendant haa cited Maaalah In 
aupport of hla contention that a atateaent following Indlctaent 
without counael la per ae Inadnlaalble. Thle contention haa been 
rejected by the Second Circuit In United Statea v. Barone . 467 P.2d 
247 (2d Clr. 1972). In Barone , aa In the Inatant caaa, the 
defendant clalaed that certain Inculpatory atateaenta taken froa 
hla after hla Indlctaent In the tbecnce of counael were laproperly 
edaltted In evidence. The Second Circuit In Barone atated aa 
followa: 


*' In Maaalah . the Supreae Court held that 
Inculpatory atateaenta deceptively elicited 
froa au Indicted defendant In the abaence 
of counael were Inadalaalble. The 
clrcuaatancea of the preaent caae are 
quite different froa the clrcuaatancea of 
Maaalah. Here there waa not only no deception 
but an expreaa waiver of counael algned by Barone ... .

For all of the above reaaona. the atateaent given by the 
defendant Brooae on February 21, 1974, foll(<wed a knowing and Intelligent 
waiver of counael and waa voluntary In all rcapecta. Accordingly, 
the action to auppreaa the atateaent ahould be denied.
